A fact has just come to my kuow- 
ledge which I think will intereat the 
readore of Thi Citixkn and ia worth 
recording 

In the vicinity of Suu.merville, S C., 
is a large community of white people 
occupying "the barreus," who have 
beeu poor, ignorant and destitute for 
generations. They are, as has been 
said of them, "unresponsive, unde 
monstrative, difficult to approach " 
Some years ainoe a minister in Sum- 
merville, touched by their great deati 
lution, aought to help them. He be- 
gan with a little Sunday school in one 
of their dwelling places I should 
hesitate to call It a house, much leaa 
a home, aud by reaaou of the love in 
his heart and hi* patieut |>er*everance 
the good work increased till, with tha 
aid of other helper*, he had a large 
Sunday school and then services for 
worship and preaching At laat it 
seemed desirable to build a chapel 
It was not easy to raise the needful 
money, but a aelf sacrificing colored 
woman, Mrs Kitty Spring*. mortgaged 
a house ahe owned to help raiae the 
ueceaaary funds This gift was made, 
as a South Carolinian testifies, with 
the full knowledge of theexcluaiou of 
her own |>eople from ita benefita. 

I myaelf have aeen the neat little 
chapel, the Sunday school and the 
religious aervtcea, and have been 
deeply moved by the success of this 
work among (he most destitute and 
apparently hopelesa people iu any 
part of our land. The power of 
Christ's Spirit is most manifest iu thia 
work. While for two years I have 
known of this Christian misaion it was 
not till this week that I learned what 
Mrs Kitty Spriuga did to help it 
along and to inspire others to lend a 
hand for such a Christian uudertak 
ing. Her conduct reminds me of the 
Sermon on the Mount aud constitutes 
a commentary on our Loid'a words, 
"If any man take away thy coat, let 
him have thy cloak also." From her 
and her people was taken away the 
privilege of the church, but she would 
fain give it to them who robbed her 



I cau but feel that she and others 
like her would now lie welcomed to 
that house dedicate ! to Uod.notwith 
standing the great prejudice agaiuat 
colored people in South Carolina. 
Such acta aa that of Mrs Springs 
should take away prejudice from the 
hardest heart, but what "should be" 
does not always take place.

Weather Report for January. 

As our last December wrh our cold- 
eet Dei-ember in three yeans, so the 
paht January was t he coldest for the 
same period. The mean temperature 
for the month has been gradually 
falling for the past few years, it being 
ST) 5 degree* in 1902, HI degrees last 
year, and enly 32 I degrees thia year. 
The records of this station show that 
the first part of the month up to the 
KHli and the last part are the coldeat 
parts of the month. The firat period 
being the more severe A period of 
warm weather may be looked for from 
the 12th to the B9 b. The lowest 
temperature th.s year came ou the 
night of the.'lrd, when the mercury 
fell to plus 4 degrees Last year the 
minimum, plus t degree- came on 
the Mb. 

The rsiufall amounted to 3.14 
inches. This is more than for Janu- 
ary last year by 1 23 iucbee, but lees 
tl. ii 1 1 for I he same month of I'm-' by 
I H indies. The snowfall for one 
mouth in any year averages very 
small. Hut strange.y enougb, al- 
though the mean temperature has 
been falling for the past few years, 
the amount of snowfall also keeps 
adminishing. This year the snowfall 
was 1 5(1 inches, 2 inches last year, 
ami BJJQ inches the year liefore. 

10 to 11 clear days are common to 
the month. This year it had 14 clear 
days.

President and Mrs Frost went to 
Frankfort to attej.l the first heariug 
before the Educational Committee on 
House Bill No ft, which is aiired at 
Berea College. 

The bill is in charge of ita author. 
Carl Day. of Breathitt couuty, who 
was in fmiueut consultation with hi* 
friend, Judge Hargis, th* two supping 
together at the Capitol hotel 

Contrary to all precedent, the Com 
mittee refused a public hearing, and 
admitted none of the opponenta of the 
bill at the first session Three citi 
zeu* of Berea were there to furnish 
the Committee a pretest for doing 
what the baser element* of their 
party are clamoring for them to do. 

When the opponenta of the bill were 
finally permitted to appear. President 
Front read a Kemonstrance from the 
Faculty and teachers of Beiea. and 
the Hon Curtie F. Burnam gave a 
most convincing address, showing the 
unreasonableness, the illegality, and 
the folly of the proposed law. 

Hon. Guy YY Mallon. a promineut 
Democrat, of Cincinnati, and a trus- 
tee of the College, alao spoke with 
great ability. In conclusion a lady 
whose home is temporarily iu Frank 
fort, asked permission to say a good 
word regarding Berea's good work, 
and told of the young men who had 
come to Berea with revolvers and re 
turned with testaments 

When the representations made by 
the frieuds of the bill at the private 
hearing were published in the pa|>ers 
it aroused great indignation in Madi- 
son County. As a partial righting of 
a great wrong paper* were at once 
started iu Berea and Richmond refut 
ing the impressions then given 
These paper* with the following 
beading, are being signed by prac- 
tically everybody, and numerous 
letters are being written 

"Fearing that erroneous ami unjust 
impres-mus, to an extent unknowu to 
us, have been made upon the Legis 
lature by representations privately 
made and partly published, we the 
undentigued, long time residents of 
Berea aud vicinity, wish to testify that 
we know the Faculty and trustees of 
Berea College to Ire honorable and 
upright people, eminently ipialified 
for their work and devoted to it with 
the highest spirit of conscientiousness 
and patriotism. 

We testify that they have been de 
voted aud watchful regarding the 
manners and moral* of all the young 
people under their charge and emi 
nently succesafuLootonly in guarding 
against any improprieties or miscon 
duct, but also in instilling the princi 
pies of honor aud religion. 

We earnestly remonstrate agaiust 
any action which cojld hinder the 
great and growing work of the

W eaving and spin- 
ning Used to be women's work in the home, now this is done hi the fac- 
tors, and the women are there doing it. So it is also with much of 
what used to Im- considered the real housework; even the preparation of 
j.ukI for the table is almost taken out of the home. W e buj bam already 
cooked and other meats already for the table; our cereals are half-cooked 
when we btty them; the bakcrshop hai reduced the baking in the home. 
The home life t> being simplified, the work is being taken away and 
women are going out to do it, and those who don't go out to work are 
able to give their tune and attention to other things. 

Hut because our dails lite is now on a more economical and scien- 
tists basis, it is no reason why it should disrupt or lessen the unity of 
bomC life. It lias changed, and will change, but the change is in the line 
of progress, (iirls arc now being trained for special avocations; if 
they prefer housework, and many of them doubtless will, they will l»e 
educated for it; but if they choose to be lawyers, divctors. architects, 
merchants, electricians, engineers or lecturers, there is no reason why 
they should mutilate a dinner, and thus deprive a capable cook of a 
chance to earn a living; or why the\ should rob a dressmaker, by their 
amateur cutting and sewing, or a milliner by attempting to create their 

own bonnets.

Uncover the secret chambers of the 
high official offices and y ou will find they do not declare war on another 
country for the sake of right or justice, but for personal gain to further 
ambitions which only hinder a country's further development in scien- 
tific branches.

The Baal beneficent way In which a 
kind father ran assist his children Is 
by helping them to help themselves 
That is ihe prim iple of the Hrownlow 
bill In so far as It iPVOlVSB Sb) paternal- 
ism. A very interesting precedent for 
government assistance and stimulus to 
a state. In a matter which the state 
could not have carried out alone, has 
been afforded In California The Klfiy- 
slxth congress appropriated $40n.0cin, to 
be used In conjunction with an equal 
amount appropriated by the legislature 
of California, to construct a dam across 
the narrows of the Yuba river, one of 
the tributaries of the Sacramento 
Hv dranllc mining, one of the Industries 
which had made California known as 
the "golden state." had been paralysed 
by a decree of the fnlted Slates court, 
enjoining all hydraulic mining on the 
head waters of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers The ilebrls v vvashi I 
down from the hanks of graiel. which 
had been dissolved to get their hidden 
gold, had been carried down by the wa- 
ters and deposited upon the lowlands 
Farms had been destroyed, cities had 
watched the rivers flowing by gradually 
raised until their bottoms were far 
above ihe streets and Inundation prr- 
rented only by high levees The only 
■Mtaod bj Srhtafe such damage could 
hr prevented and ilie industry resumed 
was to build a dam and. by thus holding 
hack the water, making a settling pond 
To do this on a sufficiently extensive 
acale to afford satisfactory and adequate 
relief required a greater expenditure 
than California felt that It could afford 

She appealed to congress to help her 
with the burden and congress respond- 
ed.

It Is expected 
that the object lesson thus afforded will 
Induce the expenditure of much state 
and private money for a similar pur- 
pose and that the government, having 
thus helped the people to help them- 
selves In tnls way. need not be called on 
fcrther. 



No matter how well a heifer if backed 
up by the milking qualities bf ancestors, 
mm h of her success as a dairy cow de- 
pends on getting her rightly started. 
A. i ordingly. though kept In a thrifty 
condition, she should not be encouraged 
to fallen while growing, lest when 
growth be attained all bee surplus food 
goes to fat It is advisable to have her 
freshen as soon as she Is two years 
old. If not a little before, and. generally 
sp. aklng. the calf removed the moment 
it Is born- If possible so she will not 
see It. lean of all touch It Given, then 
two quarts of sweetened and salted oat- 
meal, or Unseed gruel. Including drink- 
ing water with the chill taken off. she 
shoiiiii four hours later be milked and 
the calf fed That the milking may- 
be nothing new to her. her udder and 
teats should have been previously hand- 
led, and even some milk drawn every 
night and morning If the udder happens 
to be too full for a few days before the 
calf Is dropped During this critical 
period she might be fed a moderate g»a!n 
ration twice a day. composed of bran 
and corn meal hut If so her udder sh mid 
be closely watched, to see If It b« ci mes 
hard and hot. In that easeip shim d lie 
bathul In warm wan r and r iWu-d wit h 
a ca m ph orated preparation and the 
grain ration, of loume. stopped As- 
suming, however, that she fresh-ns Ir 
every respect without mishap. In a week 
or two her food should lie steadily but 
lightly Increased, with the milking done 
by the same person at regular hours. 
The object «houM he to make her main- 
tain a good flow for a long time or un- 
til she calves again, if possible, and If 
she seims capable of enduring this 
treatment, she should b, liberal'* fed 
While the practice of continuous milk- 
ing from year to viar is not to be ad- 
vocated since, as a rule, cows do bet- 
ter wnrk and produce stronger progeny 
when given a chance to hulld up for a 
mont I or six weeks before parturl; Ion .

-Dear old 
Kentucky Friends - As we have at 
last arrived iu our native laud 1 will 
give you aome Filipino oews This 
will be the last letter I will be able to 
write dunug this enlistment. 

I aaid iu my last letter that we 
would sail ou Dec I, As a matter of 
fact we didu't sail until Dec. 9, on 
account of uot getting back from the 
Jolo "hike" in time. 

On Nov. 1 the 28th. 2*rd, and 17th 
Infautry aud Kth Cavalry assembled 
at Maraliua under General Wood s 
command, for the purpose of en duing 
aome hostile Moron ou the south aide 
of Lake Lanao. The expedition start 
ed around the Lake ou the 2ud, aud 
after oue day out a message came 
from Gen. Davis to Geo Wood, call 
iug otr the "hike," with orders to pro 
ceed at once to Jolo Island where the 
Moros were giving some trouble. 

From Mindanao to Jolo is a dis- 
tance of HO miles. We arrived there 
on Nov 11th. and beginning on the 
l.'th Ifwaut to tell you Kentuckiaus 
that there was "something d.uug" 
there for about a week When our 
columns left Jolo, about ''**> Moros 
had beeu put when- they will never 
harm another American soldier or 
anyone else for that matter 

When we got back lo Maril.m 
Camp. Miudava Island, from this 
"hike' we learned that during our 
abseuce four men of the camp guard 
while on duty, had been killed by a 
sudden attack of Moros with bol° 
knives. It was an unavoidable acci- 
dent. All of the men killed belonged 
to Co H of the >th Infantry. 

The 22nd Infantry arrived in Miu 
dauao about Dec Ith aud relieved our 
regiment, the Mh Infautry. ou Dec 
rith We sailed on the I S. trans 
port Shtridon Dec arriving at Ma 
nila on the 12th, Nagasaki. Japan, on 
the 20th , rea. hi u« Honolulu, Hawai- 
ian Islands, Jan. f>, and entering San 
Francisco Bay the I Ith 

We are now stationed in Preaidia 
Barracks near Sao Francisco. Cal. 
If ever a lot of men were happy we 
are the ones We were paid off yes- 
terday, and I am sorry to say that a 
great many of the boys are iu the city 
to-day drinking big schooners, though 
there is little gambling going on. 

George Lemon, of my company, 
says. "The song, 'There's no place 
like home,' isn't true There's no 
place like the army for me " But for 
myself I think these three years will 
do me for awhile anyway. Myfriend, 
Fred Lunsford, and myself will be 
discharged in a few months and we 
expect to go back to our old Kentucky 
'lOines to live and die. < Hd Kentucky 
is good enough for me!
